A (iKOWIX(i tenjl(Muy to siippU>nu'nt icxtliooks with source and 
other reference iiiiilerials in the teachinji pi'CH-ess is evident 
in the I nited States. It is a ^(»o(l teiideiu v. Pupils should 
learn the priniarv sources of iiifonnat ion. 'Pliey should learn to 
approach prohlems from diflfeii'ni viewpoints. They should have 
access to details smh as note.xt can furnish when atlenif^n^to .solve 
certain types of prohletns. I'eachers usiii^ a project method of in- 
.struction must have acce.ss to such materials. 

Cost is a liinitin<r factor of the first majrnitude in the effort of 
many schools to assemhle toe classi'ooin use ade(|nate sup]ilenu*ntarv 
teaching material. 

Reliability of information, freedom from misleailinj: propaganda, 
and harmony of intent with American ideals, especially in the fields 
of government and civics, are of fundaiuental concern to ^hose who 
.select instructional materials for u.se in the public schools. 

Educators are aware of the fact that a vari^'ty of organizations 
and agencies are continually seeking access to the puhlie s^i.ools. for ' 
proj)aganda purposes. It is felt, therefore, that teachers tvill wel- 
come a source of sup[)Ienientary teaching materials wlj^ch provide.s 
(1) reliability of information, (2) costs which are littlwoV nothing, 
and (.‘1) .surety that the viewpoint presented, especially in the field 
of social stmlies. is fre<* from bias and in keeping with American 
hleals. 

The United States (loyernnient departments are the primary 
.sources of such materials. The (lovernment of the United States is 
the greatest of nuMlern j)uhlishers. It employs thousands of scientists 
who are engaged the year round in researehes and investigations 
covering every phase of American life. T^ie results of the,se activities 
of the most compn-hensive and effective organization ever known 
are constantly reduced to print and poured in an incessant flood from 
the Government Printing Office at Washington, the largt'st printing 
plant in the world.

’^'free of cost, to teacheps and others interested In eilucntional work, 
upon application to the “Chief, U. S. Weatlicr r»ureau. Wasidngton, 
D. a collection of publications known within the bureau as the 
Educational Series. This series consists (>f tiio following: 

The Weather Bureau. A pamphlet setting out in a brief, compre- 
hensive way the activities of the Weatlier Bureau and the 
mariner in which the forecasts and warnings are utilized. 
Explanation of the weather map. A leaflet containing a halftone 
print of the weather map and a full description thereof. 

• Wind haronieto/ tahU^. A U'aflot describing the relation of the 

wind and harnmeter readings to certain kinds of weather. 
Sample weather map. Map of January 29, 1909, 8 o’clock a. m., 
sliowing severe winter storm. 

Cloud chart. Chart containing 12 illustrations of different cloud 
formations, with descriptlon.s.

In addition to the foregoing, the Wither Bureau inaint 4 ilns a limited 
file of photographs and lantern slides lllustniting subjects pertaining 
to meteorology and depicting many phases of Its work.

In other calt^s, a brief outline of the proposed 
lecture is riHpiircd in order that iii)prc»prliite slides may be selected by 
this ofllco. In nm:;:; (‘uses It is practlcnlde to se<mre tlu‘ assistance of 
the Weather Bun^iu official In the locality in which the lecture la to he 
given, either in conducting the lecture or ‘in furnishing helpful sug- 
gestions.

Exhibits. 

The exhibits of the Women’s Bureau are lent free of charge for lim- 
ited periods to organizations or lndivi«luals who iinllcate that they can 
use them to advantage. Borrowers of the motion picture, the largo 
exhibit, the model factory, and the theater exhibit are requirerl to i>ay 
all express charges. Special exhibits are prepared for use in localities 
where the standard exhiiilts are not applicable. ' 

1. The large eshibil.—TM» exhibit is f«)r general display purposes 
and emphasizes the subject of wages and hours of work. It is 0 fis*t 
high and 6 feet dc'ep and its width can be adjusted from 10 to 20 feet.

model Is a very simple one to set up. as it stands in its own box and 
is complete in one piece. It Is a graphic and attractive presentation 
of actual factory oondltlons, and as such will be us«>f\d h> giv«‘ a con- 
crete Illustration of the factors luclude<l in any program for the Im- 
provement of working conditions. The original imslel of tills factory 
is part of the permanent health exhibit in the Smithsonian Museum in 
Washington. 

3. The theatirr cxWft//.— The six miniature theaters which compri.so 
this exhibit Illustrate standanis of hours, wages, and working con 
ditioos for women In Industry. * Looking at these displays, which are 
about 41 Inches long and 31 Inches high, one seems to look Into a 
factory room with a vLsta of belts and machines. Standing out In the 
foreground are" figures of women at work, iwswl so as to lllustn»t<> 
the standards which are descrlbe<l In short captions prlnte<l on the 
frame which goes around the little stage. Lighting arrangements are 
Hupplle<l so that each theater can be illuminated, the whole connection 
coming from one electric-light socket. 

The subjects lllustmteil are; (1) The living wage and the Items It 
must cover; (2) the 8-hour day and the activities which should go to 
fill up the 24 hours of a woman’s day; (3) st-atlng. with models of 
women using two good types of factory chairs; (4) lighting, with 
mo<1els of women at machines v^ch are well “and i^Kirly lighted ; 
(,'i) sanitation, with models of 'WoTlvn using sanitary drinking and 
washing facilities; (6> comfort, with |no<lels of girls eutliig himh and 
resting in a well-planned rest room.
